As the project has grown in magnltude and
complexity, additional staff have been assigned to
assist in the search for donated tower space.
Emergency Management Division continually works In
partnership with various agencies and entitles in a
search for “best fit”  tower locations for the remaining
unidentified transmitter sites.
It is our hope the project will be completed during
2001. However, In working within the constraints of
the project and asking for donated space, this date
may not be achievable.
